WEYMOUTH Pavilion is coming back to 
life again under new organisers who have 
already signed up several major shows 
and events. 

Theatre manager Phil Say has won 
council backing for his Weymouth Pavil¬ 
ion Community Interest Company to run 
the complex and he has lost no time start¬ 
ing work to make it a success. 

He already has council promises for a 
ten-year lease, a £150,000 loan to be paid 
back between 2018-2023, a £30,000 an¬ 
nual grant, 80 percent rates relief and 
council support for the Pavilion’s pro¬ 
gramme of events. 

Mr Say confirmed one big event - Julie 
Storey’s Let’s Dance extravaganza on July 
19th - will definitely go ahead. 

He said: “We have also now confirmed 
that Weymouth’s beer festival, run by the

West Dorset branch of the Campaign for 
Real Ale, is no longer under threat from 
Pavilion uncertainty and will go ahead 
here in October.” 

West Dorset CAMRA spokesman 
Michel Hooper-Immins said: “Assuming 
we can reach a satisfactory agreement 
with the lessees, we intend to hold 
our beer festival at the Ocean Room on 
Friday and Saturday October 4th-5th. 

“The Ocean Room has always been our 
venue of first choice and we have delayed 
making alternative arrangements in the 
hope that the Pavilion would reopen soon.

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JACKIE Ireland and her husband bought New- 
lands Holiday Park in Charmouth in 1999. 

She is originally from Solihull in the West Mid¬ 
lands but moved to the area 38-years-ago. She 
met her husband while on holiday at Durdle 
Door and, after marrying in 1975, moved to his 
Lulworth home, but they have slowly been 
moving west ever since. 

Her husband's family had owned holiday 
parks since the war and Jackie worked at his 
family business for 22 years before they 
bought Newlands. 

The couple has two grown up children. 


■ WHAT does your role at Newlands entail? 

My role at Newlands is very much hands on managing 
this family business with my husband. We are lucky to 
have our eldest daughter working with us and we employ 
15 people all year and up to about 50 in peak season. 

We all work very much as a team - although we all have 
defined roles everyone can pretty much muck in where 
needed. In the winter months we are busy getting every¬ 
thing ship shape and in place for the next year’s guests. 
We sort out marketing, health and safety, maintenance, 
spring cleaning, planning, staff recruitment and training. 
We are always on the look out for ways to improve New¬ 
lands and the guests’ experience. 

■ WHAT do you enjoy about your job? 

I enjoy talking to holidaymakers and meeting people 
from all walks of life. We have guests that are travelling 
through or working in the area but, on the whole, our cus¬ 
tomers are taking a short break or family holiday. I have 
known children arrive from a city and to see them expe¬ 
rience the sea or even see sheep and cows for the first 
time is wonderful. 

I love the fact that with this job you never know what the 
day holds for you - you do have to be ready to turn your 
hand to anything. With over 100,000 guests visiting us 
every year the job is never dull and changes as the sea¬ 
sons change. 

■ ARE there any special events coming up at New¬ 
lands? 

We have just held our first beer festival here at Newlands, 
which has been very successful. I’ve been driving the 
team here mad singing all the shanty songs all day long. 
We had plenty of local beers, local entertainers and some 
great local food. We are very lucky to have a great chef 
who believes in using local produce. 

We are also hoping to get involved in the Food Rocks fes¬ 



tival in Lyme Regis in September. 


■ WHAT do you like about the Charmouth area? 

I think Charmouth and the whole area in which we live 
is amazing. It’s so unspoilt, has fantastic beaches, and an 
abundance of natural beauty - the sea and countryside. 
Charmouth has it all - it is a thriving village. 


■ WHAT would you add to or change about the vil¬ 
lage if you could? 
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I wouldn’t change anything about Charmouth, expect per¬ 
haps a little more sunshine at the moment! 

■ ARE you a member of any local groups? 

I am a member of Lyme Regis Gig Club. I have met some 
great friends through the gig club, we are all pretty much 
obsessed with it. I am also a fundraiser for the club. 

I am also a member of the West Dorset Holiday Parks As¬ 
sociation, which is very active in promoting the area and 
raising standards in the industry along with good practice 
to ensure all our guests have a wonderful experience 
while holidaying here. 

■ WHAT are your personal interests? 

I love to spend time with family and friends. I love walk¬ 
ing and I am walking the South West Coast Path - very 
slowly. I really enjoy gig rowing both competitively and 
socially. I enjoy the thrill of competitive rowing and race 
coxing both of which I have done in local regattas and 
the World Championships in the Scilly Isles. I go circuit 
training in the winter to help keep up the fitness. 

I enjoy most water sports in or on the water. I was a very 
keen swimmer when younger and have been known to 
play a round of golf or two. I enjoy gardening although I 
don’t spend enough time doing it.

A NEW chairman has been elected for the Weymouth 
Business Improvement District. 

The first Weymouth BID management meeting fol¬ 
lowing a recent “yes” vote for Weymouth to have BID 
agreed that chairman Nigel Reed would step down and 
Barrie Huett of chartered accountants Albert Good¬ 
man would take his place. 

Mr reed said: “My role as chairman was to help 
achieve a ‘yes’ vote, so now is an appropriate time for 
a new Weymouth BID chairman to be appointed who 
will be able to take the project to the next phase. 

“I will continue as the Weymouth BID co-ordinator 
as there is still plenty of work to do on the information 
and procedures to elect a new Weymouth BID man¬ 
agement board, develop the advertising campaign for 
the Weymouth BID manager position together with 
the formation of the tender proposal process. 

“All of these decisions will be considered and agreed 
by the new board to be completed in August, so until 
then I am still going to be busy.”

Mr Huett said: “Nigel will be a very hard act to fol¬ 
low given his enthusiasm, commitment and energy in 
forming the building blocks to restore Weymouth’s 
prosperity in these difficult times. 

“I also very much look forward to working with the 
new BID management board when appointed.” 

The Weymouth BID will be introduced as from Sep¬ 
tember 1st and there are many items to be addressed 
over the next couple of months including the board 
election and manager appointment, both of which will 
be discussed at an extraordinary general meeting in 
July. 

More than 500 businesses were eligible to vote in 
the BID ballot which closed on May 31st. All busi¬ 
nesses with a rateable value of £6,000 and above 
within the Weymouth BID area were entitled to vote.

WEYMOUTH and Portland have been marked as 
“priority areas” to award £5,000-£25,000 for Dorset- 
based charities and constituted community groups 
with an annual income of less than £350,000. 

The potential windfalls derive from a partnership be¬ 
tween Dorset Community Foundation and People’s 
Health Trust to support groups making applications to 
their Active Communities Programme-Health Full. 


The PHT is very much focused on projects which 
are designed and run by local people, increase social 
connections and build networks and help people to 
make their community or neighbourhood even better. 

Portland’s Weston area along Chesil Beach including 
Fortuneswell is one area of focus and the Broadwey 
area of Weymouth is another. 

The charity or community group looking to apply 


does not have to be based in the specific area, but 
more than 90 percent of the project beneficiaries have 
to come from within that area. 

Funding is available for both core costs and projects 
which can run for between nine months and two years.

"Flis main love was fishing and he used to enjoy 
going out on pier competitions. 

"Fie will be sadly missed and my condolences go to 
his wife, June, and all his family." 

Hoteliers concerned visitor 
parking permits will rise 

FIOTELIERS, guesthouse owners and leaseholders 
feel council plans to revolutionise parking in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland are like the Curate's Egg...good 
in parts. 

Their association's chairman, Dave Price, said his 
members welcomed plans to cut parking charges 
from £1.30 to just 80 pence an hour because it would 
boost day trip tourism and local businesses. 

But he said members were not so happy about pro¬ 
posed parking permits to enable guests to park. 

Fie added: "If my members want to buy an extra 
permit for their guests it will now cost them £100 not 
the current £70. 

"This is extortionate. The claim is that businesses 
paying more than 20 percent tax will be able to claim 
it back, but few if any of my members earns that 
much. 

"I have no major issue with high earners paying 
more, but to penalise lower eaners even more is not 
on. 

"They just seem to be an easy target and we want 
the council to think again - just about this aspect of 
the parking proposals -- on Tuesday, July 2nd, when 
its management committee meets to discuss the 
matter."

“Festivalgoers tell us what a good venue it is and we 
want to hold our beer festival in the Ocean Room. 

“We wish Phil Say every success in his venture and 
look forward to a satisfactory outcome to our negotia¬ 
tions.” 

Mr Say added that attractions had to be offered at the 
Pavilion to bring people in and generate income. 

He said: “So we are also looking to bring down a big 
name national comedian during the autumn and we are 
starting negotiations for the 2013 Weymouth Christmas 
pantomime. 

“We hope this will be Aladdin by the Magic Beans com¬ 
pany which has a proven track record for quality and suc¬ 
cess in Weymouth.” 

Mr Say stressed that people had to be patient while a 
full programme of events gained momentum. 

He said: “We are starting from scratch. All these pro¬ 
posed events are in the pipeline and we are also talking 


with Bournemouth Symphony Orchestra (BSO), but it 
takes time to arrange these things. 

“The BSO is not just going to turn up for a booking 
overnight. They need to talk with us so they can fit Wey¬ 
mouth Pavilion in with their own programme of commit¬ 
ments.” 

Mr Say is also having to bring the nuts and bolts of the 
Pavilion back up to speed. 

He said: “Staging, lighting, audio, projection and gen¬ 
eral technical equipment is all still there, but we have IT 
experts coming in to install new computers and make sure 
our ticketing system is linked up with an on-line booking 
system for ease and speed of access. 

“I am happy that with a few months of hard work we 
can give Weymouth the best Christmas present it has ever 
had - a successfully running Pavilion it can be proud of.” 

Mr Say said he hopes to widen the Pavilion’s scope and 
make plans for full use of the Pavilion’s many available 
spaces, venues and assets.

Warning bird call apps could cause harm to wildlife 


DORSET Wildlife Trust is launching 
an online campaign to raise 
awareness and warn people of the 
harm that can be caused to 
wildlife by using mobile phone 
apps which mimic birdsong. 

Wardens on Brownsea Island 
have reported incidents of visitors 
using these mobile apps which 
imitate the unusual call of the 
Nightjar, to get a closer photo¬ 
graph. 

All nesting birds are protected 
under The Wildlife and Country¬ 
side Act 1981, which states that it 
is an offence to intentionally dis¬ 
turb any nesting bird. 


ChrisThain, Reserve Manager on 
Brownsea Island said: "The apps 
are becoming quite common, and 
are great, but their use needs 
some guidance I feel. I'm sure visi¬ 
tors would be devastated if they 
realised the possible disturbance 
they were causing to wildlife. We 
need to spread the word that use 
of these apps is not suitable for na¬ 
ture reserves and can be poten¬ 
tially harmful to sensitive species." 

Tony Whitehead, Public Affairs 
Officer for RSPB in the South West 
said:"Repeatedly playing a record¬ 
ing of birdsong or calls to encour¬ 
age a bird to respond in order to 


see it or photograph it can divert 
a territorial bird from other impor¬ 
tant duties, such as feeding its 
young. It is selfish and shows no 
respect to the bird. People should 
never use playback to attract a 
species during its breeding sea¬ 
son." 

Dorset Wildlife Trust will be dis¬ 
couraging the use of these widely 
available mobile phone apps on 
all of its 42 reserves across Dorset. 

Signs have been put up at 
Brownsea Island, which is leased 
from the National Trust, to remind 
visitors they are advised not to use 
bird apps on our reserves.

Police crack down on motorists

Sharpen up your driving 
skills and look out for sign 

I HAVE been spared a night in the cells 
provided I warn you all to sharpen up 
your driving skills and pay much more 
attention to a road sign in Weymouth. 

The sign alerts motorists coming up 
past the side of the multi-storey car 
park towardsTesco that they are not al¬ 
lowed to continue on into St Thomas 
Street unless they are a disabled driver, 
a taxi, a bus or they are unloading or 
loading there because it is a pedestrian 
area. 

Apparently so many ordinary mo¬ 
torists have missed the signs or ignored 
them that police are poised to reinforce 
the message with a few stern words 
and perhaps even fixed penalty tickets. 

God knows how many times I've 
driven down that section of St Thomas 
Street between Tesco and Town Bridge 
without the prohibition sign registering 
with me, so the other day I went down 
and specifically looked for it. 

The signs, if not strikingly displayed, 
are still plainly there for all to see, but I 
saw nearly a dozen cars flout the ban in 
less than ten minutes, so be warned. 
Police patience is at an end. 


The real price of parking 


MOST drivers and businesses 
I know are still in shock at 
being told the council wants to 
sharply reduce the cost of 
parking in Weymouth and 
Portland. 

You may remember a time 
when the price of parking in 
the resort didn’t provoke sharp 
intakes of breath but, in case 
you’ve forgotten, it existed for 
drivers around the same time 
as a man used to walk in front 
of their vehicle with a red flag 
to let people know such dan¬ 
gerous contraptions were com¬ 
ing. 

Since then the cost of parking 
said contraption in a council 
car park for a few hours has 
risen so much that for years 
worried businesses have cited 
it as one of the main threats to 
the town’s crucial tourism in¬ 


dustry. 

Now there are sweeping 
council proposals out there to 
slash parking charges during 
the day with free overnight 
parking from 6pm-9am all 
year round. 

And the largesse doesn’t stop 
there. 

Public pleas to be able to pay 
on leaving a car park instead of 
when they arrive also appear to 
be being heeded together with 
a raft of other measures from 
allegedly better permits to al¬ 
lowing taxis to wait in car 
parks between jobs. 

All the council needs to do 
now is make sure that drivers 
will actually be able to get into 
car parks without being 
baulked by increasing numbers 
of ponies taking advantage of 
their new-found freedom to 


graze civic flower beds. 

The animals actually belong 
to the authority....which only 
found out the animals were 
missing when they came to 
close the stable door only to 
find the horses had bolted! 

This fiction may well parallel 
the reality of proposals to cut 
parking charges, not because 
the measure is worthless but 
because it was so clearly 
needed and has been for some 
time. 

I think it will be a success if 
such charges are maintained 
for a reasonable period, but the 
impact it could have made a 
few years ago would have 
been so much greater. 

Businesses are bound to wel¬ 
come the change, but this car¬ 
rot now has increasing 
shopping competition from 
Dorchester which wasn’t there 


not so long ago. 

Now cheaper parking may 
not be enough to entice visitors 
back within range of Wey¬ 
mouth’s tills because tourists 
have long memories and recent 
years, to say the least, have not 
exactly been kind them. 

Perhaps the single most im¬ 
portant question which re¬ 
mains to be answered is this. 

Is the lure of shopping and 
entertainment in Weymouth 
powerful enough to convince 
drivers that taking advantage 
of the cheaper parking is 
worthwhile? 

I think it’s a start but there is 
an awful long way to go with 
other critically important is¬ 
sues such as the Pavilion and 
the Business Improvement 
District before Weymouth can 
say it has turned the comer.

Wildlife trust goes door-to-door in bid to increase support 


DORSET Wildlife Trust is to embark on a 
door-to-door collection to boosts its in¬ 
come.

The trust and other conservation organi¬ 
sations fear that the protection of the envi¬ 
ronment has become less of a priority at 
time when many traditional funding 
sources for charities have been reduced or 
withdrawn. 

During the next few months, specially 
trained fundraisers, wearing clothing bear¬ 


ing the distinctive Dorset WildlifeTrust logo 
and carrying identification badges, will be 
calling house-to-house. 

The fundraisers have been trained by the 
specialist organisation - Wesser, who has 
raised millions of pounds for charities 
across Europe. 

They will not be collecting cash or 
cheques; instead, they will be asking peo¬ 
ple to become members of Dorset Wildlife 
Trust with regular, affordable direct debit 
donations. 

Anyone wishing to do so just needs to 
complete a simple form, which can be done 
on the doorstep. 

Director of Fundraising and Marketing for 
DTW, Alastair Cook said: "We depend heav¬ 
ily on the support of our members, as they 


provide our only regular source of income. 
We receive no Government funding for car¬ 
rying out our conservation work and pro¬ 
tecting some of the most beautiful parts of 
Dorset." 

"By working with Wesser we are able to 
tell people about our charitable work, as 
well as raising funds in the most cost-effec¬ 
tive and secure way possible, through reg¬ 
ular donations. 

"This is a local campaign, which directly 
supports our conservation work in Dorset. 
Long term support makes all the difference 
in planning for the future, helping Dorset 
Wildlife Trust to continue its valuable work 
in ensuring the county's fabulous wildlife 
has a secure future and can be enjoyed by 
everyone."

NUBANOUR HEADTO 
BRIDPORT ARTS CENTRE 

Egyptian collective bring their traditional songs to Dorset 


FOLLOWING a stunning debut at WOMAD last 
year, Nuba Nour promise an enchanting 
evening of music from the banks of the river 
Nile. 

Nubia was an ancient African kingdom in the 
Nile valley, situated between present-day 
southern Egypt and northern Sudan. Some¬ 
times referred to as Kush or Aithiopia, it is 
thought to have been one of the earliest civili¬ 
sations in the region, occupying an important 
trade route through North Africa, sub-Saharan 
Africa and the Mediterranean. 

NubaNour are a Cairo-based collective of Nu¬ 
bian singers and master frame drummers, per¬ 
forming traditional music and dance from 
antiquity, alongside contemporary acoustic 
songs reflecting the ongoing struggles of life in 
exile after the loss of their Aswan homelands 
during the construction of the High Dam in the 
1960s. 

The Aswan High Dam was a symbol of Egypt¬ 
ian nationalistic pride following the 1952 Revo¬ 
lution, promising to usher a new era of 
prosperity through industrialisation. Financed 
by the USSR and hailed, at the time, as a tri¬ 
umph of water management and the might of 
hydroelectricity, the project resulted in the cre¬ 
ation of Lake Nasser, one of the world's largest 
man-made reservoirs. 

It was the people of Nubia however who were 
to pay a high price for the benefits the Dam 


bought to the wider Egyptian population, and 
some fifty years after their ancestral lands were 
drowned under the waters of Lake Nasser, the 
environmental and social impacts of the High 
Dam are still felt amongst the estimated 
120,000 Nubian people who were subsequently 
forced to migrate elsewhere in Egypt. 

Original formed in Cairo in 1962, NubaNour's 
repertoire comprises both the secular and the 
sacred. The band's evocative call and response 
chants comprise agricultural and work songs 
which serve to remind the Nubians of their 
farming origins; sacred songs feature verses 
praising both Christian and Islamic saints, re¬ 
flecting the influence and dominance of differ¬ 
ent religions and spiritual practices in Nubia 
throughout history while later day poetic songs 
are meditations about the loss and longing en¬ 
dured by the Nubian people and an expression 
of hope for the growing movement calling for a 
return to a new homeland. "Dance also plays a 
central role in the band's performances with a 
unique dance called Frry representing the 
movement of Balti fish swimming through the 
waves of the Nile."

PAUL and Karen almost never discuss accordions when they 
meet... or accordion music... or accordion bands. Nevertheless, 
they have decided to write new music for two accordions and 
perform it together.

King of the accordion Paul Hutchinson first studied piano and 
church organ then at the age of 17 he took up the accordion and 
formed a ceilidh band.

The Fiat 500L MPW will be produced in the 
new Serbian factory at Kragujevac, while or¬ 
ders will open in July in Italy, to be extended 
progressively to the other countries of 
Europe.

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DORCHESTER TOWN FC by Stuart Broom 


Heath looking forward to the challenge 


DORCHESTER Town's assistant manager Stuart 
Heath is looking forward to the new season de¬ 
spite seeing the playing budget cut by half, and 
believes he and manager Phil Simkin have the 
players to prove doubters wrong. 

"It's a challenge. Phil and I had numerous con¬ 
versations about it when it was first decided. 
The basic choice is to walk away or to stay and 
meet the challenge head on and that is what 
we have decided to do. 

"It's more of a demanding challenge than last 
season for sure, but in a way perhaps it's a more 
enjoyable situation because we all have to step 
up to the plate - coaches, managers, directors, 
players and supporters - and make the best of 
the situation. If you have the right approach 
and attitude at the club then we can make it 
work. If we don't and keep on about the 
budget then it simply won't work." 

He added: "The squad is small but they are a 
good set of players with ability and attitude. We 
will have to be lucky with injuries, get some 
loan players in and give our most talented 
young players the chance, but Danny Way, Josh 
Tennant and Calvin Brooks were all given a 
chance last season and showed up well. We 
can't expect them to do it every week but we 
know that they can do it given the right occa¬ 
sion so that's promising for us. I do believe 
there a few more local lads can do that as well. 

"When the bookies odds come out I'm sure 
we will be one of the favourites for relegation, 
but when you see that, it is just a challenge to 
prove the bookies wrong. When I look at the 
players we have signed which includes Danny 
Green back to full fitness, then I fully believe we 
will be proving people wrong." 


One of the biggest remaining tasks is to per¬ 
suade Nick Crittenden and Jake Smeeton to 
sign new contracts. 

"Those two are really the remaining players 
from last season and we are working hard with 
both of them to try and agree a deal. It's very 
difficult because we are almost up to budget. 
Both are good players and both deserve to be 
on the money they were last season, but obvi¬ 
ously with the reduced budget it's proving very 
difficult. 

Negotiations between the players and us are 
still on going but they are crucial players for us 
and, if they are both fit, they are proven Con¬ 
ference players and we are very lucky to have 
them. 

"You don't usually get a left back and a wide 
right midfielder of the quality of those two and 
so they do really give you value for money, but 
it's common knowledge that the budget is 
tight and we have no qualms about that be¬ 
cause we have known it for quite a while and 
know the situation, but we are working hard to 
tie it up because we realise they are two impor¬ 
tant players. 

"They both want to stay which is good and 
we are going in the right direction with them 
but it might take a few weeks to complete but 
we certainly hope they will be with us pre-sea- 
son and hopefully during that time we will 
come to some agreement. 

"They are two players in demand and both 
have clubs interested in them and quite rightly 
so, because they are two outstanding players 
who have proven over a number of seasons 
now that they are quality Conference South 
players. 


"Both sustained injuries pre-season which is 
the worst time to do so, and it took them al¬ 
most to the turn of the year to get back to their 
best, but when they were I thought they were 
probably our two most consistent performers 
in the second half of the season. 

"With that in mind, to me personally I love 
both of them both in the dressing room and on 
the pitch and it's really crucial we keep them. 

"We have lost three or four players, there's no 
getting away from that but we don't want to 
lose too many more. We've signed some good 
players and we've got a good squad, but it's a 
small squad and players like Critts and Smeets 
don't come around too often, and don't live in 
an area where there are plenty of proven Con¬ 
ference South players, and we have two lads 
who love the club, are local and proven quality. 

"I think last season every player bar none en¬ 
joyed it so that's a good starting point in keep¬ 
ing players. The budget is tight, but players 
understand that and because of the success of 
last season they want to try and go through 
that again and stay at the club. 

It's testament to Simkin and Heath that the 
players are happy to play for the Magpies. 

"I don't think anyone really wants to leave the 
club or has left in an acrimonious way, but just 
sometimes the offers that come their way are 
too good to turn down. We understand that in 
the current circumstances we can't match 
them, and so do the players; it's a fact of life 
where we are with our budget. 

"We certainly won't be complaining about it 
as we have agreed to go along with the direc¬ 
tion the club is going and are fully behind it 
and we are going to work with what we've got."
